NI~CAD CARE 


During the final part of a charge cycle of NiCad batteries, which will 
have a full charge of 1.3 volts, and during overcharge, oxygen is gen- 
erated at the nickel (positive electrode) and hydrogen at the negative 
electrode, If the charging rate is too high, about 500 ma/hr, the pres- 
sure and temperature inside a cell will soar, and the cells destroyed. 
Since the cells are sealed, the pressure must not be excessive, However 
cells do have pressure vents when 150~330 psi is exceeded, but the cell 
life is shortened. NiCans should be =e ge in temperatures of , ed to 
105° . Terminal voltage is maximum at 75°, A few Simple rules to follow; 
16 Don't discharge NiCads to zero volts, 2. ‘Don't use after low battery 
signal comes on, 3. Don't use wall charger longer thaz 15 hours per

charge, 4+. Don't use 15 hour charge on slightly discharged batteries, 
5» Monitor charge, stop charging at optimum voltage 1.43volts per cell 
at room temperature, with 50ma/hr charging current, Don't store pack 
in freezer compartment of refrigerator, 7. Don't continue charging pack 
if it gets warm. Check for shorted cell.
